May 21, 1787. At a Meeting of the Subſcribers to the Charity School 1 Poor Girls 
#he following Reſolutions Were en * 4 e then e 1 


3X : Pr the truſtees meet Wat at the . School to tranſact %% ĩð 
= bonnes relative thereto: and that FIVE of the ſaid body, at every ſuch meet- 
ing, be deemed competent for determining any queſtion concerning it. 
2. Thar one of the ſaid truſtees be by them elected Treaſurer for one year: 
who ſhall, during that time, be empowered to call extra meetings upon any 
important emergencies; receive the rents, iſſues, and profits of the property 
belonging to the ſaid charity; expend ſuch ſeveral ſums of money in behalf 
of it as by a majority of the truſtees, at their ſeveral meetings, ſhall be deemed 
neceſſary; and, at the cloſe of the year, give an account of the expenditure : 
after which a new election to the ſaid office ſhall immediately enſue. 

3. That a ſtate of the receipts and diſburſements relative to the ſaid cha- 
rity, and a liſt of the ſubſcribers, be 1 printed, and a copy delivered 5 
to every ſubſcriber, | 

4. That, after two years from the preſent. time, two of the twelve beat. | 
tees, during the firſt ſix years (as ſhall be determined by lot) and, after- 

wards, two members of the longeſt ſtanding, ſhall annually reſign the traſt :*--- 
and two other truſtees be appointed, or the ſame re-eleed, as a majority of , 
the ſubſcribers, called together for that purpoſe, ſhall think fit. And that, 
upon a yacancy in the truſt, either by death or reſignation, the remaining 
truſtees call a meeting of the reſt of the ſubſcribers, within the ip ace of 
_ three months, in order by election to fill up the ſaid vacancy.

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8. That none but annual ſubſcribers have the privilege of recommending | 
poor children: who ſhall be admitted into the ſaid ſchool if they are ap- 
proved of by the truſtees. 

„6, That the * recommendations of ſuch. poor childien be in writing, ſign- 
ed by two or more annual ſubſcribers; accompanied with certificates from 
proper regiſters of their baptiſm, and well atteſted. proofs of their EY legal 
inhabitants of the townſhip of Sheffield, | 

7. That thoſe children only be admitted who are of the age of ſeyen years, 
and have a certificate from the ſurgcon who attends the ſchool, that they are 
free from any imperfection in their eyes, from ſcrophulous or other diſcaſes, 
and are not deformed: and that if, after their admiſſion, it ſhall appear that 


any ſuch diſqualification exiſt. d "Previous to it, they be diſmiſſed 8 the 


ſchool. 
58. That ſuch children as are approved of, and admitted into the ſetisoT, 
be allowed to continue there, upon proper behaviour, till the age of thirteen, 
or fourteen, at the diſcretion of the truſtees: at which time, under their di- 
rection, they ſhall be hired out as ſervants at certain wages—that ſubſcribers 
have the preference i in the choice: and that, when there are ſeveral compe- 
titors, the priority be determined by lot, or in proportion to their annual 
ſubſcriptions, at the option of the truſtees. 
. That the children be dreſſed in a plain blue unifies —haw Leghorn 5 
hats; printed linen Uypets check aprons tor week days, and white ones for 
Sundays. 
10. That the miſtreſs, or overiiely of che ſchool, teach the vil Eng- 
liſh, the principles of religion according to the church catechiſm, ſpinning, 
knitting and needle-work : and employ them occaſionally, or in rotation, ac- 
cording to their years, ſtrength, and underſtanding, in the buſineſs of che 
houſe; ſuch as cleaning the rooms, making, repairing, and waſhing their 
cloaths, &c. and that ſhe require them to pay a Fee N to cleans 
lineſs in their perſons and employments. | 
11. That the miſtreſs ſhew an eſpecial attention to- the morals and beha- 
viour of the children, diligently endeavouring to check in them every ap- 
pearance of vice, and implant in their minds real piety and virtue—that ſhe 
attend them to church every Lord's Day, and at ſuch other times as the truſ- 
tees ſhall direct; and teach them to behave there, and join in the ſervice, 
with proper decency and reverence—and that ſhe read prayers every morning 
in the ſchool before the children procere to buſineſs, and every evening be- 
fore they go to bed.
